SUMMARY OF THE REASONS EOR DECISION: 

The advertising material entitled Slave Training is classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 18 years. 

The advertising material is a white A4 piece of paper with black text on one side, the 
reverse is blank. It gives a brief outline of a slave training correspondence course to 
be conducted between the writer and the respondent. The material is given an overt 
sexual/fetishistic context by the dominant/submissive role play relationship written 
about. A reference to “golden wine” lacks strength or further context as to its purpose 
or intended use, and therefore the advertising material does not promote or support or 
tend to promote or support the use of urine in association with sexual conduct. 

Section 14 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (NZBR Act) applies to this 
advertising material. It is classified as a restricted publication because of its overt 
sexual/fetishistic nature. The restriction imposed is considered to be a reasonable and 
justified limitation of the rights and freedoms contained in the NZBR Act. 
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
